Newport’s topographical beauties, ancient commercial 
importance, and many interesting historical associations, 
claim for it distinguished mention. dei 

Coming in from the sea round Point J udith, a few miles 
bring the traveler into the waters of Narragansett Вау, 


. Where he passes between Fort Wolcott, on Goat Island, 


and the stronghold of Fort Adams upon Brenton Point, 
on.the right, and enters the harbor of the ancient town, 


once among the commercial emporiums of the Union. * 


NEWPORT IN 1769. 


As late as 1769, Newport outrivaled New York in her 
foreign and domestic commerce. At this time the town 
was in the zenith of her commercial prosperity; she had 
engaged in the foreign” trade about two hundred vessels 
and nearly four hundred coasting vessels, including a 
regular line of London packets, and employing no less 
than twenty-two hundred seamen. New York, New 
Haven, New London, and other places, depended entirely 
on Newport аз а market to supply themselves with foreign 
goods. Such was the amount sof business done, that 
goods were not stored, owing to the want of room, while 
the wharves were literally covered with sugar, rum, mo- 
lasses, and every kind of foreign and domestic goods. 
The coasters would take on board the merchandise and 
proceed direct to New York, Connecticut, &o., finding a 
ready demand. The West India trade was immense. _. 

A druggist in Newport supplied Rhode Island, a part 
of Massachusetts, all Connecticut and North Carolina, 


and had an establishment in New York. 
| | DURING THE REVOLUTION. 


In the Revolution, the British long held possession of 
Newport, during which time and at their departure it

became almost desolate. Before leaving, they destroyed 
four hundred and eighty buildings, burned the light-house, 
cut down all the trees, broke up the wharves, used the 
churches for riding schools and the state house for a 
hospital, and carried off the church bells and the town 
records to New York — disasters which reduced the 
population from 12,000 to less than half. 

But the incidents of this period have left some pleasant 
memories for the present day ; remefnbrances of the fame 
of Commodore Perry, who was born in Narragansett, 
across the bay, and whose remains now rest in Newport ; 
of the residence of Rochambeau, and other brave officers 
of the French fleet; and of the visits of General Wash- 
ington, and the fetes given in his honor. 


NEWPORT AS IT Is. 


Of late years Newport has grown to be a great sum- 


mer residence. It is the most. elegant and fashionable of 
all.American watering places. А new city of charming 
villas and sumptuous mansions has sprung up, extending 
far along upon the terraces which overlook the sea. Popu- 
lation near 15,000. The chief picturesque attractions of 
the place are the fine ocean shores, known as the First, 
Second and Third Beach. The First Beach is chiefly used 
as a bathing ground by visitors. At the Second Beach 
are the famous rocks called Purgatory and the Hanging 
Rocks, within whose shadows, it is said, the celebrated 
Bishop Berkeley wrote his © Minute Philosopher.” Nearer 
to the city, and upon the coast, is the great Spouting 
Cave. The Glen and other localities are charming places 
to ride to. : 

“The natural attractions of Newport are great, but it 
does not depend on these alone to engage the attention 
of strangers who would "while away a few summer days 
by the sea shore. On every hand are beautiful country 
seats of every known and unknown order of architecture ; 
numerous hotels, and all well conducted ; libraries of well 
stored and well selected books, easy of access; society 
composed of the leading men of the country, in all the 
walks of life; stately matrons and dashing belles — all 
combine their attractions, and serve to make Newport the 
most desirable and popular of summer resorts. In locali- 
ties where nature has done but little, fashion may have 
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the sway fora time. Crowds may flock to a point that 
boasts of no:charm but its ocean view, or to the hot and 


arid sands bordering some inland water; but the excite- ` 


ment cannot long be sustained. At N ewport it is 
altogether the reverse. Here, those who come to pass a 
few weeks are soon charmed with the climate and scenery 
of the island, a desire to build becomes irresistible, and 
the result is, a lot with a commanding view is purchased, 
а neat cottage erected, and the happy household only 
leave for their winter quarters when the north winds and 
the falling leaves proclaim the warm season at an end. 
Thousands now assemble at Newport every year; and 
during their stay, one great source of pleasure is to visit 
the most inviting scenes, and the spots rendered interest- 
ing by their historical associations.” 


OLD BUILDINGS, &c. 


Among the venerable buildings still to be seen are the 
ancient State House (Newport being a semi-capital of 
Rhode Island), the Redwood Library, erected in 1748 
(among its collections are eighty-four large volumes pre- 
sented by the King of England), Tammany Hall Institute, 
Trinity Church, the Vernon Family Mansion, the City 
Hall, the fortifications in the harbor, and the ** Old Stone 
Mill,” a relic of a period past remembrance, and which 
has caused much speculation. It is claimed, by the author 
of a work published in Denmark, to have been erected by 
Northmen, who, it is supposed, discovered this continent, 
anterior to Columbus, in the twelfth century. These 
Northmen were descendants of the Scandinavians, who, 
it is thought, sprang from the Thracians, mentioned by 
Homer, a nation now extinct. The Danes, Swedes, Nor- 
wegians and Icelanders, all come under the name of 
Northmen or Norsemen. On the other hand, ’tis said the 
mill was erected about two hundred years ago, and be- 
longed to Governor Benedict Arnold. ` In his will he calls 
it “my stone-built wind-mill,” and in his son-in-law’s will 
(Edward Pelham), dated May, 1741, mention is also made 
of it, as though it had been built in Governor Arnold’s 
time. The dimensions of this curious structure is nearly 
25 feet in height, its diameter on the outside is 23 feet, 
and inside 18 feet 9 inches. Itis circular and Supported 
upon eight arches, resting on thick columns about ten 
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feet high. The height of the centre of the arches from 
the ground is 12 feet 6 inches, and the foundation extends 
to the depth of 5 feet. It is built of small pieces of stone 
firmly put together with a very hard cement or mortar. 
Newport was the birthplace of the gifted miniature 
painter Malbone; and Gilbert Stuart’s place of nativity 
may be seen in Narragansett, across the bay. Stuart 
made two copies of his great Washington picture for 
Rhode Island — one can be seen in the State House at 
Newport, the other in that at Providence. 
FRANKLIN’S PRINTING Press. 
Franklin’s Printing Press, which his brother James 
imported in 1720, was, until 1862, in the office of the 
Newport Mercury, a paper established in 1758, by James 
Franklin, and which is still published by F. A. Pratt. 


The press was kept and honored as the one on which the ` 


great Benjamin worked when learning his trade. It is 
now in Philadelphia. | 


OLD CHAIR or STATE. 


The Old Chair of State, in which Gov. Benedict Arnold 
sat at the reception of the charter in 1663, when it was pro- 
claimed in the presence of all the freemen of the colony, at 
Newport, is in the possession of the Gould family.

Mr. Lincoln was re-elected for the Twentieth Presiden- 
tial Term, to commence on the 4th of March, 1865, with 
Andrew Johnson, of Tenn., as Vice-President; but through 
the assassination* and death of Mr. Lincoln, on the 15th 
of April, 1865, Mr. Johnson, by virtue of the Constitu- 
tion, was sworn in as President at 11 o’clock on the fore- 
noon of the same day.

* On Friday evening, April 14, 1865, while the President was in the private 
box of a Washington theatre, John Wilkes Booth entered unobserved and shot 
him in the head, then leaped down upon the stage, fell and fractured his leg, 
but was up in an instant, and, brandishing a dagger, shouted the motto of Vir- 
ginia, °“ Sic semper tyrannis.” Не made his escape to the rear and vanished. 
About the same hour, Secretary Seward, who was lying in bed from a broken 
arm, was attacked by an assassin, who inflicted several stabs upon him, which . 
have not proved fatal, and nearly killed his son Frederick and attendants, who 
tried to defend him; he also made his escape. It now seems there was a plot 
to assassinate the whole Cabinet and Lieutenant-General U. S. Grant. On 
Wednesday morning, April 26th, Booth, with an accomplice named Harold, was 
discovered in a barn near Port Royal, on the Rappahannock, and refusing to 
surrender, the barn was fired; his companion then gave himself up and Booth 
was shot in the head; he lingered in such great agony as to beg his captors to 
kill him ; he died in three or four hours Kc - 

President Lincoln never spoke after receiving the cruel shot, and died on the 
following morning at twenty-two minutes after seven, his face assuming a pla- 
cid look as if going into a sweet sleep. Thus passed away the good, kind, 
honest ABRAHAM LINCOLN, not by the natural course of disease, nor in the 
accepted peril of war, but by the foul shot of an assassin, just when his efforts 
were being crowned with success in putting down the most gigantic rebellion 
the world ever witnessed. He made an idol of his country, and died a martyr 
for his integrity. For four years “a merciful Providence preserved him to the 
nation, to defend its principles, to guide its councils, and to lead it out from 
the bloody depths of a terrible war into the bright sunlight of a blessed peace. 
But in this first moment of high hope, when the dark cloud of war was break- 
ing ; when Peace was spreading her wings over the land; when all were buoy- 
ant with gladness; when the great heart of our murdered Chief was palpitating 
with joy at the fast coming time when bloodshed and slaughter неа ceage ; 
and while seeking to know how he could best temper Mercy with Justice in

dealing with those who, by their crimes, have draped the land in mourning; 
in this hour of security and repose, he was cruelly and brutally murdered. 

On the 19th of April, 1775, this nation was born in blood on the battle-fleld of 
Lexington. On the same day, 1861, it was new-born in the streets of Balti- 
more, by Massachusetts troops. On the same day, 1865, there was weeping 
and mourning throughout the land, and solemn public prayers were held, for 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN had gone залан the gate of blood to join the noble army 
of our country’s martyrs who had gone before him. May 4th, his remains 
were interred in Springfield, Illinois. “ Men die, but principles live forever." 

On Wednesday, July 5th, sentence was passed by the Military Court upon the 
conspirators connected with the murder of President Lincoln, and was approved 
the same day by President Johnson, to be carried into effect on the "th. The 
sentence was that Mrs. M. E. Surratt, David E. Harold, Geo. A. Atzerodt, and 
Lewis Payne (whose real name was Lewis T. Powell, and the one who attacked 


Secretary Seward), should be hanged; and Michael O'Laughlin, Samuel Arnold 


and Dr. Mudd, imprisoned for life; and Edward Spangler, to be confined for six 
years. The execution of the sentence was one of the most summary on 
record; it was made known to the prisoners on the 6th, and at half-past one 
next day their spirits fled to that undiscovered country from whose bourne no 
traveler returns.

As the house in which the records 
of their meetings were deposited was burnt in 1676, the 
first regular account which is preserved, bears date in this 
year; but the record books for marriages, births and 
deaths are in being, and the first’ marriage in Newport 
occurred Wednesday, 4th day; 15th of 9th month, 1643 ; 
the first birth on Friday, 6th day, 19th of 2d month, 
1644; and.the first death on Thursday, 5th day, 30th of 
7th month, 1647., These dates are after the old style. 

Itis reported that their first house, was built on Fare- 
well street, about 1680 ; but there is a record of a marriage 
performed. at their publie meeting house, 3m., 16th, 1677. 
The foundation of anew house was. laid Oct. 17th, 1699. 
This house, built in 1700, is situated on Tanner and Marl- 
borough streets, and was enlarged on the north, August

The first child of the English settlers was born at Ports- 
mouth, then Pocasset, 3d m.

NEWSPAPERS. 


. Тнк Newport Mercury is the oldest but one of many 
newspapers published in the United States, and dates 
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from June 12, 1758, at which time the office was opened 
by James Franklin, eldest brother of Dr. Benjamin 
Franklin. The press on which the two brothers worked in 
Boston remaining in the office until1862. The Mercury was 
published regularly up to the time of landing of the 
British on the island, when the press and types were 
buried. The fact that the property was so secreted was 
made known to the British commander, who caused them 
be set up again, and during the stay of the British, they 
regularly issued the Rhode Island Gazette. After the 
war, the Mercury was again issued, and was published by 
one family for a period of seventy years, its dimensions 
gradually increasing, from a few inches square, to one of 
the large and respectable sheets of the day. The Mercury 
is independent on all questions of the day, and is, what it 
professes to be, a high-toned, conservative paper, adapted 
to the wants of а large class of readers. It is published 
and printed every Saturday, by F. A. Pratt, Thames 
Street, corner of Market square. Terms $2.00 per annum. 

Tug Newport Darry News AND WEEKLY JOURNAL. 
—The Newport Daily News was the first daily paper 
published in Newport, and has outlived many competi- 
tors, which have, from time to time, been organized, being 
at the present time the only daily paper in the State, out 
of the city of Providence. It was first published on the 
4th of May, 1846, by Orin F. Jackson, and continued to 
grow in publie favor, under his energetic management, 
until September 4th, 1848, when he sold the establishment 
to William H. Cranston, Esq., who edited and published 
the paper until January 1st, 1849, when he associated 
George Н. Norman with him. The paper was published 
by Cranston & Norman, until Oct. 14th, 1856, when it was 
purchased by a committee of gentlemen, with John Hobart, 
Esq., as editor. In March, 1857, George T. Hammond, 
Esq., was chosen by the directors, on account of his lite- 
rary ability and experience, to succeed Mr. Hobart; but, ' 
finding it more to his advantage, he finally purchased the 
entire establishment, on the 20th of April, 1857, and is 
now the editor, publisher, and proprietor. Mr. Ham- 
mond, at the same time, purchased and united the interest 
of several weekly papers — The Rhode Island Republi- 
can, Newport Rhode Islander, Newport Herald of the

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Times, Newport Weekly Journal, and the Providence 
Rhode Islander — in his present publication, which bas the 
largest circulation of any newspaper in the State, out of 
the city of Providence.
